As  we 
strengthen  our  State  Mission  work  !

other  objects. 

All  over  Mississippi  are  church¬ 
es  that  were  once  weak,  struggling 
organizations.  State  Missions  aided 
with  men  and  money.  Today  many 
of  these  churches  are  strong  and 
have  and  will  continue  to  contri¬ 
bute  more  than  they  received. 

I  know  of  one  church  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  that  was  aided  by  State  Mis¬ 
sions.  This  year  that  church  will 
give  more  to  mission  work  than  it 
received  from  State  Missions  over 
the  years  when  it  was  weak. 

There  is  an  old  saying  that, 
•There  are  exceptions  to  all  rules”. 
This  may  be  true  in  most  cases 
but  I  know  of  one  exception.  You 
cannot  have  a  good  world-wide  mis¬ 
sion  program  without  a  good  State 
Mission  program.  Without  S  t  a  t  e

Evangelism  has  the  first  place 
then  in  State  Missions.  When  State 
Mission  budgets  are  expended  in 
sending  missionaries  into  counties, 
cities,  neglected  areas  and  neg¬ 
lected  nationalities,  the  first  goal 
is  the  salvation  of  the  individual. 
Here  we  see  the  primacy  of  evan¬ 
gelism  in  State  Missions. 

When  State  missions  budgets  aid 
the  less  able  churches  to  pay  their 
pastors  so  that  they  together  can 
I  give  more  time,  or  full  time,  to 
winning  the  lost  and  building  up 
the  churches  in  soul  winning,  we 
see  the  primacy  of  evangelism  in 
state  missions. 

The  primacy  of  evangelism  is 
crystal  clear  when  a  corps  of  Sun¬ 
day  school  specialists  are  busy  in 
the  churches  throughout  the  year, 
better  organizing  the  Sunday  school 
and  training  the  workers,  that 
they  might  find  others  and  bring 
them  to  Jesus. 

A  department  of  Training  Union 
supported  through  State  Mission 
monies  is  busy  the  year  round  aid¬ 
ing  churches  to  grow  in  knowledge, 
grace  and  power,  that  trained  sol¬ 
diers  of  Christ  might  win  more  to 
Christ  than  they  otherwise  could 
Evangelism  is  the  ever-p  resent 
and  the  ultimate  goal  in  this  stren¬ 
uous  effort. 

The  primacy  of  evangelism  like¬ 
wise  compels  us  to  redoubled  ef 
forts  through  our  Brotherhood  De¬ 
partment.

State  Missions  in  that  work  with¬ 
in  the  state.  All  of  our  departments 
of  Baptist  work  in  Mississippi,  and 
all  of  our  institutions  and  agencies, 
come  under  this  listing.  It  is  a 
broad  field  that  includes  so  much 
The  possibilities  are  vast;  the  op¬ 
portunities  unlimited. 

To  finance  such  a  program  is  no 
small  matter.  Indeed,  it  becomes 
increasingly  great  year  by  year. 
By  far  the  largest  source  of  income 
for  our  State  Mission  program  is 
the  Cooperative  Program  percen¬ 
tage  allocated  to  this  each  year  by 
the  State  Board. 

However,  the  needs  are  so  great 
that  this  amount  is  not  sufficient  to 
answer  all  the  calls  that  come  for 
help.  So  there  arc  two  or  three 
opportunity  each  year  for  the 
churche  to  supplement  the  amount 
of  money  received  for  State  Mis¬ 
sions. 

One  of  these  times  is  the  fourth 
Sunday  in  October.  This  year  that 
day  is  Oct.  26.  and  it  is  called 
“State  Mission  Day  in  the  Sundav 
School.”  This  is  the  only  time  dur 
ing  the  entire  year  that  our  Sunday 
Schools  are  asked  to  make  an  ex¬ 
tra  offering  for  Sta*e  Missions  and 
that  means  the  mission  work  we 
are  doing  right  here  in  Mississip

"Prataet  American  Democracy 
from  Roman  Catholic  Authoritari¬ 
anism''  is  the  title  of  an  article  by 
Harold  R.  Rafton.  published  in  The 
Churchman,  New  York,  in  its  issue 
of  April  1.  The  article  states  that 
the  requirement  that  priests  shall 
not  marry  is  reported  to  be  a 
cause  of  much  dissatisfaction 
among  the  Catholic  clergy,  and 
asks  if  many  might  not  be  expect¬ 
ed  to  leave  the  priesthood  if  job 
opportunities  were  available.  It  is 
proposed  to  set  up  an  employment 
agency  for  ex  priests,  which  would 
constitute  a  truly  humanitian  en¬ 
terprise  to  enable  these  men  to  re¬ 
establish  themselves  in  civilian 
life.  It  would  appear  that  the  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  Church,  confronted 
with  the  defection  of  an  appreci¬ 
able  percentage  of  its  priesthood, 
would  be  in  a  poor  position  to  con¬ 
tinue  its  current  assertiveness  and 
that  the  pressure  exerted  by  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  authoritarianism  on 
our  democratic  culture  would  in  all 
probability  be  relaxed.

I  The  life  of  Dr.  S.  F.  Lowe  was 
a  real  testimony  to  the  Christian 
faith.  He  was  possessed  by  a  vi¬ 
sion,  and  his  dogged  determination 
to  make  that  dream  a  reality  will 
always  stand  as  an  example  of  the 
j  finest  sort  for  countless  Christians 
through  tiie  years  to  come. 

Born  in  Houston  County,  Georgia 
on  June  6,  1890  he  was  still  a  boy 
when  left  with  the  major  respon¬ 
sibility  of  helping  support  a  large 
family.  He  discharged  these  duties 
in  a  magnificent  way.  taking  what 
ever  schooling  he  could  on  the  side. 
He  finally  received  his  high  school 
diploma  in  1911,  at  the  age  of  21. 

Dr.  Lowe  was  interested  in  Ra 
dio  from  its  very  start.  He  was 
convinced  that  the  medium  was  a 
gift  of  God  for  the  spread  of  the 
Christian  Gospel.  In  1938  he  sue 
ceeded  in  leading  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  into  this  field. 

Dr.  I.owe  served  as  chairman  of 
the  first  Radio  Committee  appoint-  ! 
|  ed  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  in  1938.  He  continued  to 
lead  Baptists  in  radio  and  televi¬ 
sion  activity  until  his  death. 

In  January  of  19*1  the  first  ser¬ 
ies  of  Baptist  Hour  broadcasts  was 
launched,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Lowe.  From  13  programs  heard  on 
17  stations  that  year,  the  Baptist  J 
Hour  grew  under  his  leadership 
until  today  it  is  heard  every  week 
on  325  stations  all  over  this  coun¬ 
try  and  in  five  foreign  lands. 

In  1944  the  Radio  Commission 
was  set  up  as  a  full  time  agency  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
Dr.  Lowe  was  given  the  full  time 
job  of  leading  Hie  Commission,  and 
resigned  his  pastorate  to  accept 
that- responsibility. 

Before  his  death  Dr.  Lowe  saw 
a  fruition  of  this  four  fold  minis 
try  of  the  Radio  Commission.  The 
Baptist  Hour  had  become  a  nation  f 
wide  broadcast.  New  programs  are 
continually  being  added  to  the  com¬ 
mission’s  transcription  library,  and 
the  records  are  used  around  Hie 
world.  Regular  services  are  ren¬ 
dered  to  all  the  boards  and  agen¬ 
cies  of  the  convention.  And  TV  j 
has  become  a  regular  part  of  the 
Commission's  work,  with  a  sepa 
rate  department  set  up  last  July  I 
for  this  field,  and  a  weekly  tele-  ' 
cast  for  children  since  that  time. 

Surely  Dr.  Lowe  was  a  great  lead 
er  and  a  good  man;  he  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  live  in  the  hearts  of  Chris¬ 
tian  people  everywhere.  His  -life
